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REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the past year the monthly meetings of the heads 
of all Departments have been well attended and we feel that 
the cooperation which has naturally resulted therefrom has been 
beneficial to the Town. 

Much of the time of the Board this year was consumed in 
the work of relief and it was only through the cooperation of 
all the departments that it was possible to conduct the W. P. A. 
on an economic basis. 

The Town received from the Federal Government wages, food 
and clothing to the amount of $350,533.51 with a cost to the Town 
for material and operating expenses of $33,378.02. 

A special Committee was appointed to investigate and report 
a definite policy which the Town should pursue on W. P. A. 
projects. 

When the Town Farm was placed in charge of this Board a 
caretaker was placed there as a protection to the property. Our 
effort to secure suitable proposals on the sale or renting has_ 
not meet with success. An article has been placed in the Town 
Warrant relative to its disposition. 

The removal of the Eliot Oak by the Tree Warden was placed 
at the disposal of the South Natick Historical Society. 

At the request of citizens living in the outlying sections, 
we have petitioned the Middlesex & Boston St. Ry., for a five cent 
fare within the Town limits. ) 

In conjunction with the Board of Trade plans are being 
drawn to landscape the abandoned Sewer Beds on the Turnpike 
which will be made possible with an offer of the Bay State 
Nurseries Company to furnish the shrubs and trees and it is 
expected that the State will furnish any necessary materials 
and labor. 

New Traffic Rules and Orders have been drawn and sub- 
mitted to the State Board of Public Works for their approval. 

To avoid the nuisance of frequent tag days a regulation was 
made effective that only recognized organizations approved by 
the Board of Public Welfare would receive permits. 

In the death of Chief John H. Neary, the Town has lost a 
valuable employee who has brought his department to a degree 
of high efficiency. 

We take this opportunity of thanking each and every Depart- 
ment of the Town for the cooperation given to our Board during 
the year, and to the Citizens of Natick who have generously 
aided us in the administration of Town affairs we express to 
them our sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


February 6, 1937 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I wish to submit the following report of my activities for 
the year 1936. 

One suit against the Town of Natick arising out of a defect 
in the public way was settled out of court with the approval 
of the Selectmen for Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00). 

One suit against the Town of Natick for property damage to 
a motor vehicle was settled out of court with the approval of 
the Selectmen for Twenty Dollars ($20.00). 

Several other suits against the Town of Natick arising out 
of defects in the way have been entered in the courts and are 
now pending. 

One suit has been entered in the Suffolk Superior Court 
against the Town of Natick arising out of the withheld payment 
of certain money due under the contract for the construction of 
our new sewage disposal system. This money was withheld by 
the Treasurer on the advice of Town Counsel pending final settle- 
ment of this suit. 

Two suits to which the Town of Natick was a party are 
still pending. Central Pharmacy, Inc., vs. Town of Natick, et als. 
and Town of Natick vs. Cunniff, et als. were both tried but no 
decision has been handed down in either case as yet. 

One appeal before the Board of Tax Appeals for an abatement 
of taxes was tried out and the decision of the Board of Assessors 
was upheld. Several other appeals are now pending. 

Three suits against Boston, Cambridge and the Town of 
Framingham were entered in court for reimbursement for aid 
rendered to persons legally settled in those cities. Reimburse- 
ment has already been made by the Town of Framingham, and 
the other two cases are pending. 

A defect in the title of the Town of Natick to the old Wilson 
School lot held up the passing of papers to the United States 
Government. This necessitated my searching through the records 
of the Town which required several days, and several confer- 
ences with the United States Attorney. Papers were finally 
prepared and passed and the new Post Office construction work 
was begun shortly thereafter. 

Another situation which required considerable time and study 
arose out of the attempt of the Town of Natick to prevent the 
Town of Framingham from erecting a sewage disposal plant 
near the Boston-Worcester Turnpike. I made an exhaustive 
search of the law governing this matter and found that the 
law afforded the Town of Natick no relief. 

I have had conferences with practically every department 
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of the town during the past year and have been called upon for 
opinions, both written and oral, numbering about one hundred 
and seventy-five. 

‘Because of changes in the structure of the Welfare Depart- 
ment during the past year several new problems of a legal 
nature presented themselves but have been taken care of at this 
writing. 

I wish to state that I have encountered a fine spirit of 
cooperation in my dealings with the other town departments, and 
I wish to thank all the town officials for the aid which they have 
given me during the year.

REMARKS 

The new Combination Truck as authorized has been put in 
commission at the So. Natick Station and a Permanent Man 
assigned to cover same. This Station also has a crew of three 
Callmen. 

A new lighting system was installed in the Department during 
the year which will be of great benefit to the men during and after 
a fire and, will tend to lessen the chances of injury. This system 
will also be available in cases of emergency such as confronted us 
in the flood areas a short time ago, where locations which required 
lights were plunged into darkness when lighting plants were 
disabled. 

Badly needed repairs were completed at the Central Station 
under W. P. A. Project such as new walls, ceilings, painting various 
rooms inside building, painting outside and pointing. Other repairs 
were completed at the So. Natick and Felchville Stations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Owing to the condition of the roof and front doors of the So. 
Natick Station I recommend that the roof be reshingled and that 
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new doors be installed. Also, that the old rods or locks on the four 
front doors at the Central Station be removed and replaced with 
new ones. 

That the old barn on the rear of the So, Natick Station be 
taken down, the lumber from same that is worth saving, be used 
toward the construction of a drill tower on the rear of the Station, 
this to be carried out under a W. P. A. Project if possible.

I have the honor to submit for your approval the following 
report of the Police Department of the Town of Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1936. 


The department consists of one Chief, two Sergeants, twelve 
patrolmen, one permanent-intermittent patrolman and a reserve 
force of five men. 


The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1986, was 516, a decrease of. 
5% over the corresponding period of the previous year. Of this 
number 508 were males, 8 were females; 240 were residents and 
276 were non-residents; 480 were adults and 86 were minors. In 
addition there were 1383 arrests made or summons served for 
out-of-town police departments. There were 10 juveniles sum- 
monsed before the juvenile session of the District Court during 
the year.

During the past year two fatal motor vehicle accidents in 
Natick resulted in three deaths, being nine less than in the year 
1935. Both of these accidents occurred about two o’clock in the 
morning. 


Through the Highway Safety Committee, headed by Mr. 
Edwin Williams, much has been done to lessen accidents by plac- 
ing signs, markers and other devices. The decrease in fatal acci- 
dents indicates the advisability of continuing the work outlined by 
said committee. 


The present parking regulations which were adopted by the 
Board of Selectmen of Natick, in 1930, and since amended have 
been approved by the Department of Public Works of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, which has suggested the codifying 
of the same in an approved form suitable for publishing to 
conform with the Department’s regulations. This should be done. 


The many favorable recommendations and efforts made recently 
by several influential and reputable local citizens relative to se- 
curing new police headquarters have encouraged this department 
in the hope that the Town may soon boast of a suitable station to 
replace the present deplorable quarters. Inasmuch as such a 
building could be erected on property now owned by the town and 
rented in part to the County for the use of the District Court, 
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the expense would not be great. Moreover if application were 
made soon to the Federal Government, I believe the Town would 
receive, and thus save, at least 45% of the cost of same. Now 
is the opportune time to secure aid from the Federal Government 
for the most sorely needed building in the Town, a new police 
station. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
co-operated in the work of the department.

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REPORT OF THE PARK DEPARTMENT 


January, 1937 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Natick, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending December 
31, 1936. . 


The Spring floods left the Park Department with a washout 
of about two hundred (200) cubic yards of filling at the South 
Natick Dam, which has been regraded and seeded. The pier at 
the Dug Pond bathing beach was in very bad condition and re- 
quired the services of a carpenter and helper for one week. This 
work was done as reasonable as possible because the whole pier 
will have to be rebuilt in the near future. 


We had three W. P. A. projects completed: the demolition of 
the old Pumping Station on Pond Street; the rough grading in 
the rear of the Henry Wilson Park, West Natick; work on the 
Town House was also completed, which included shingling and 
painting the house, cement walks jand retaining walls, etc. We 
also received the services of a life guard, for South Natick, from 
the W. P. A. Recreational project, which saved the town $300.00. 


A condition which must be given a great deal of thought, is 
the completion of Memorial Park. At present we have but two 
playgrounds, the Hunnewell Park, South Natick and Coolidge 
Playground, Natick Center. At Coolidge Playground a total of 
103 baseball games and 12 football games were played, not in- 
cluding the use of this Park for scrub games. Due to the size 
ef this park, which is about four acres, baseball and football 
are played on the same turf, which make it quite impossible to 
keep this park in good condition. 


We received twelve applications for Life Guard positions, 
and after careful consideration this work was divided equally. 
Mr. Richard Burke being the only applicant appointed for the 
summer, as this was considered advisable after looking at his 
record for the past eight years. Nine persons were taken from 
the water at Dug Pond by Mr. Burke this past summer and one 
by Mr. Joseph King at South Natick. We feel the Life Guards 
should be commended on such a fine record. 


We are now painting the inside of the Bath House at Dug 
Pond, also the boats and rafts. We received eight gallons of 
paint from the W. P. A. for this purpose, which saved us $25.00. 
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We are also having five benches built, three for the beach at Dug 
Pond and two for the Old Town Park, South Natick. 


Due to the fact we were able to secure welfare help, when 
needed, and the services of a Life Guard from Mr. Welch, Super- 
visor of the W. P. A. Recreational project, we were able to stay 
within our appropriation..

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REPORT OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION 
SERVICE 


To Board of Selectmen: 
The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service in the town of Natick for the year 1936. 


As is generally known, this is a county institution carried on 
by The Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, appointed by 
the County Commissioners for the development of agriculture and 
home-making in Middlesex county. Each town is represented by 
a director appointed by the Trustees. These services are free 
to any citizen of the county. Headquarters are maintained at 
19 Everett Street, Concord, where a staff of agents trained in 
their particular field is available upon request. 


Natick dairymen working in connection with the milk market- 
ing committee in Framingham have been aided in stabilizing the 
local milk market. The dairy farmers have also been assisted in 
planning their crop programs and in the general work of soil 
conservation. For the fruit growers spray warning cards have 
been sent to all those interested and suggestions given for the 
material to use and the time of application for the control of the 
various insect and fungus troubles of the orchardist. Many farm 
visits have been made, particularly to fruit growers and poultry- 
men upon request. 


Judges were furnished to assist at the Natick Grange Fair. 


The Cochituate North Natick Mothers’ Club, some of whose 
members live in Natick, has carried the Extension Program for 
eleven years. This is a thriving and very active organization 
and seems to fill a real need in the life of the community. This 
group studied home furnishing during the past year. They were 
also given a meeting on Christmas Gifts which could be made 
at home. The group on Washington Avenue in Natick carried 
the program on home furnishing likewise. 


Natick had nine 4-H clothing clubs, six garden, five junior 
homemaking, four food, four craft, three poultry and two canning. 
In addition to splendid volunteer leadership, this large number of 
groups had some very excellent leadership supplied through the 
local W. P. A. office. A rally for all club members of the vicinity 
was held in Natick in March. An all-club sing was also arranged, 
with the State Extension Music Director conducting. 


Natick 4-H club members exhibited excellent work at a 
meeting of the Woman’s Club, at the Grange Fair, at a special 
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Eliot School program, and in connection with the Child Heaith 
Day programs in other districts. 


On recommendation of Miss Myrtle Markham, ten home- 
making certificates were awarded to advanced 4-H girls of the 
vicinity by the Natick D. A. R. 


Judging contests for all club members at the Natick Fair 
‘were conducted in canning, poultry and vegetable judging. A 
week’s stay at State Camp in Amherst was awarded to Frances 
Todd for her work in the homemaking project. Cora Webb was 
one of four to represent Middlesex county at the State 4-H Dress 
Revue. Mrs. Albert Swanson, Harry Stout and George Scott 
attended State Leaders’ Camp. 


The two-day trip to the Massachusetts State College in 1936 
was awarded to Avis Higgins for canning work, Priscilla Fairbanks 
for clothing, Shirley Ball for junior homemaking and Charlotte 
Simmonds for food preparation. 


Talks illustrated with movies on 4-H work were given to 
the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Club and to the Grange. 


Among the 4-H leaders not previously mentioned were: Mrs. 
George Todd, Mrs. Horace Langley, Mrs. Theodore Sanderson, 
Mrs. Hazel Blanchard, Mr. and Mrs. George Webb, Miss Hannah 
Sheehan, Miss Fern Williams, Miss Ruth McKechnie, Miss 
Frances Todd, Miss Priscilla Haynes, Miss Virginia Mullen. The 
town 4-H chairman is Miss Myrtle Markham.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


The Trustees of the Morse Institute herewith present the 
reports of the Librarian, Miss Partridge, the Librarian of the 
Young People’s Library, Miss Loomer, and the Treasurer, Mr. 
Robinson, and commend them to the attention of the townspeople. 


There has been a marked increase in the use of books from the 
‘Library during the past year, an average of 9.2 books having been 
taken out for each man, woman and child in Natick. Over 4,000 
more books were taken from the Young People’s Library than in 
1935; but the circulation of the main library has suffered since its 
closing during the business depression for four evenings per week. 


Obeying the demands of patrons for more open evenings, the 
Trustees have decided to reopen the main library and reading room 
two more evenings, so that they will hereafter be open every week- 
day evening except Tuesdays and Thursdays. :

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The work of the library has been strenuous despite the fact 
that the circulation in the main division was less than in 1935. 
With a large increase in the circulation of the Young People’s 
Library the total for both departments is 124,584 which is 1,785 
more than in 1935. The circulation per capita has been 9.2 books. 


It is not from lack of new books that the circulation has fallen 
off. More people are working, and the closing for four evenings a 
week from six to nine P. M. has considerably reduced the number 
of volumes taken out. 


Beginning January 4th, 1937, the library will be open two extra 
evenings, Mondays and Fridays, until nine P. M. The assistants 
made out a schedule whereby this can be done, but it is utterly 
impossible for them to do more without extra help; still they were 
willing to try this for the sake of accommodating the public. 


Every effort is made to supply all books required, and when 
they cannot be bought the Boston Public Library and the Division 
of Public Libraries at the State House has loaned us many, and 
in one instance the Widener Library at Harvard University sent us 
the desired volume. 


The Division of Public Libraries has sent several collections of 
books in the Greek and Italian languages which we can have from 
three to six months. They are most enthusiastically received and 
when they are returned there is a continual cry for more. 


A request from Fort Ethan Allen came this summer for books, 
not new but anything we could spare. There was a C. C. C. camp 
there with many Natick boys and they made the suggestion through 
their educational adviser, Gino Carmolli. Heretofore they had not 
had any adviser and their library was in bad condition both as to 
quantity and quality. Quite a large number which had been with- 
drawn from circulation were sent, the camp desiring to pay the 
freight. The acknowledgment received indicated that they were 
much pleased to have the books from their own town library, and 
their circulation jumped from 135 to 472 in a single month. 


There was not sufficient outside publicity given to the request 
of the American Merchant Marine for books; so, as few came in, 
none were sent to the Boston address; but it is hoped that in 1937 
more will be received, for it is a most worthy cause. 


Many collections of books with appropriate posters made by 
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the assistants have been exhibited in the annex and have attracted 
new readers. 


Miss Currier and Miss Taylor read the shelves here and in the 
reference and periodical rooms and, while some few books were 
missing, the result as a whole was satisfactory. Many of the books 
missing were those listed for book reviews and some used by 
college students. Those who appropriate books do not realize that 
they are depriving someone else of the privilege of reading them, 
for it is unnecessary to replace every one missing. 


Reference books are in use always and the regular quota has 
been purchased. This year has witnessed the completion of the 
Dictionary of American Biography, a monumental work in twenty 
volumes. It has been ten years in the making and records the 
lives of 13,633 eminent Americans. It has been an expensive 
addition but is well worth all it cost. 


We have received through the kindness of Miss Mabel Bur- 
leigh, who was permitted to use the Amanda A. Spooner Memorial 
Fund for necessary purposes, the Encyclopedia Americana in 
thirty-two volumes, 1936 edition, Burton Stevenson’s Home Book 
of Quotations and Pamela’s daughters, by Utter and Needham. 
This last covers the heroines of note in English fiction from 
Richardson’s time through three centuries to the present. 


From Miss Blanche G. Harwood’s fund we have a copy of Early 
American Pressed Glass by Mrs. R. W. Lee, which has been in 
great demand. 


Miss Florence H. Robinson gave a bound copy of “This Place 
of Hills”, a pageant which she wrote!for the Natick tercentenary 
in 1930. Miss Myrtle L. Markham has donated many books and 
pamphlets which are very helpful to students, and Mrs. Mary S. 
Brooks donated three volumes of fiction. 


Mrs. Dudley Harmon, nee Miss Beth Battles, a former 
Walnut Hill School teacher, presented us with a large number 
of books, principally French, which will have a large circulation 
among the students, as they all have helpful vocabularies. 


At the time of the Tercentenary of Dedham, 1636-1936, they 
asked that the Morse Institute loan anything relating to the town 
or library which might be available, and photographs of the Natick 
Tercentenary, old houses, and the interior of the reference room 
were sent, which were acceptable. Previously the Morse Institute 
received a map of the Ancient Dedham Grant, showing public 
libraries and branches in towns set apart, which were Bellingham, 
Dedham, Dover, Franklin, Medfield, Medway, Millis, Natick, Need- 
ham, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, ‘Walpole, Wellesley, Westwood 
and Wrentham. 


During the summer, Mr. Bh ates C. Williams asked permission 
to leave here for reference a card catalogue, listing all the de- 
ceased Natick soldiers and a few nurses. of all wars, and charts 
giving plans of all the cemeteries in which they were buried. They 
are the property of the E. F. Clarke Post, No. 107, American 
Legion, and have been consulted frequently. 
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In October, 250 sophomores of the Senior High School were in- 
structed in the use of the library by Miss Currier. Both pupils 
and teachers appreciate this assistance, for it proves very help- 
ful in their future work. 


For several years we have been sending books to the Leonard 
Morse Hospital every two weeks, with Mr. Frank O. Brown very 
kindly transporting them; but since the junior class of nurses 
has been given up the hospital authorities did not think they 
were necessary, for the graduate nurses seem to have all the 
reading matter desired. So we are not sending now, but there is 
the understanding that we will do so whenever there is the need. 


Mrs. Margaret Daley, 9 Union Street, president of the 
Mothers’ Club, has been doing much work for that organization 
and asked that the club have the same instruction as the Senior 
High pupils; so quite a few of them came down and Miss Currier 
gave them the main points about the books and the card catalogue 
down stairs; then they went to the Young People’s Library, where 
many of their books are kept, and Miss Loomer gave them in- 
sight into the best of.the children’s books, and they found the 
general information quite helpful. Miss Mabel Vickery gave a 
bookcase, which has been placed in the exhibition room adjoin- 
ing the Young People’s Library, and books for the mothers’ use 
will be kept there for their benefit, so they will be all together 
and less difficult to find. 


The reading room has many readers always, and there are 
a few extra periodicals of interest this year; but we still have 
to keep many at the desk to be used on call, so that they will be 
complete for binding. As all the back numbers can be taken out 
for seven days each, many go out. 


On the North table here may be found all pamphlets relating 
to the University Extension courses and the Boston Center of 
Adult Education. From the way they disappear it is evident that 
considerable use is made of them. 


On the day of Book Week for the Natick Woman’s Club, Mrs. 
Thomas J. Walker, a former state president, gave an address on 
present day books, humorous and otherwise; and, as they wished 
for books from the library, 96, 70 non-fiction and 26 fiction, were 
sent from the main library, and 89 from the Young People’s 
Library. We were fortunate in having practically all that Mrs. 
Walker mentioned in her eaten and she approved of the col- 
lection loaned. 


Miss Loomer of the Young People’s Library has done re- 
markably well in her department, and her record of the year’s 
work is here inserted.

“The Young People’s Department has shown a satisfactory 
increase in its work this past year, both in circulation and addi- 
tional activities. 


In the fall each elementary grade of the Natick schools was 
visited by the children’s librarians. A short talk was given on 
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the care of books, followed by a story suitable to the grade. 


Mr. Hall, superintendent of schools, has been most helpfui 
in the attempt to bring about a closer relationship between the 
schools and the library. With Mr. Lane’s co-operation it was 
decided to carry books to the Junior High School each week. The 
work proved too strenuous for one assistant, and Miss Taylor, from 
the adult department, came to our aid. Books from the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grade book-lists are taken on alternating weeks 
and have proved helpful to those children who use bus trans- 
portation and find it difficult to reach the library. 


Having increased, in a small way, our school collection, we 
were able to send deposits to seven additional class rooms, making 
thirty deposits, totaling 637 books every six weeks. 


I want to thank Miss Ratsey for her help in providing art 
materials for our bulletin boards. Selections are made from 
each school, and great interest has been shown in the Thanks- 
giving and Christmas displays. The exhibition from the High 
School students, now being shown in the exhibition hall of the 
library, is unusually interesting and should be patronized by the 
people of Natick. 


Miss Frances Clark offered her assistance in arranging ex- 
hibits appropriate to the month. The “Horn of Plenty” during 
November was enjoyed by our young patrons, and the creche used 
in December was very much loved, as in the past year. 


Miss Myrtle Markham gave to the Young People’s Depart- 
ment Book Five of the Children’s Classics in dramatic form by 
Stevenson. | 


For ten weeks during the summer we ran a contest of book 
titles. The stories in which these titles were hidden were printed 
each week in the Natick Bulletin and the Natick Herald. Our 
thanks are extended to these papers for their willingness to aid 
in this way. 


The winners of the contest were Rose Marciano, Barbara 
Church and Cynthia Neale; and the awards, in the form of books, 
were presented at the Junior High School Book Week Assembly. 
At that time the Children’s Librarian spoke on the new fall books 
and gave Seumas MacManus’ story “Lo, and behold ye!” 


During Book Week the new books were on exhibition at the 
Library and aroused the usual enthusiasm. Jackets from these 
were loaned the Book Club of the Junior High School, which 
resulted in an intelligent interest in the fall publications. 


In December the Children’s Librarian spoke at the Mothers’ 


Club, showing and explaining the new books which were most 
outstanding. 


The Tuesday and Thursday story-hours are well attended and 
all enjoy the stories given by Miss Charlotte Pineo. 


When the work became so heavy, it was necessary to have 
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part-time assistance. Ida Pineo has been working in that capacity 
since October. Mrs. Howard Snow worked several hours a week 
during summer vacations. 


A new bookcase was purchased as a necessary addition to 
our room. Flowers add to the appearance of the building, and 
we are grateful to Miss Edna Mann for loaning us her window- 
box during the winter months.”

“Book when well chosen are always a good investment” and 
it is the main purpose for which we work in all the departments 
of the library. For many years book-plates have been discussed 
and at last we have them, designed by Mr. Everett A. Nichols. 
He has followed the Gothic design of the building and they are 
an artistic production, representative of the Morse Institute. 


Mr. and Mrs. Daniel H. Wight, cousins of Miss Lucy Ellen 
Wight, have given us the Natick Bulletin, 1936, for binding, as she 
always did. 


Miss Edith A. True gave us a very beautiful photograph, 
framed, of the Hermes of Praxiteles which formerly belonged to 
her brother-in-law, Mr. Franklin A. Dakin, a former Natick boy, 
who as a Harvard student assisted the librarian here in the early 
days of the library’s opening. He was a teacher in a school for 
boys in Haverford, Pennsylvania, but was a regular patron of 
the library whenever he came back to Natick. So, because of his 
interest here, Miss True thought it was fitting that the Morse 
Institute should have the picture. 


The “Advance” and the “Missionary Herald” still continue 
to be given by the Christian Endeavor society of the Congrega- 
tional Church, ‘‘America” by the Catholic Woman’s Club, and Mrs. 
Margaret McCrudden gave “The Lamp” through October. 


Other gifts of papers and periodicals are the ‘Algonquin 
Trail’, “Elks”, “Middlesex County Bulletin”, “New England Poul- 
tryman”, “Rotarian”, “Rosicrusian Digest”, “Clubwoman’”, “Life 
and Health’, and “National Humane Review”, from their organ- 
izations and publishers. 


The Natick Bulletin and Natick Herald came regularly and 
the publishers have very kindly printed all book lists and items 
sent them. 


More book marks from the Natick Co-operative Bank were 
given us this summer and seem to be very popular with readers.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


We were able to have a W. P. A. Project approved the latter 
part of the year to remove the unsightly tree trunks that we had 
scattered around the Town. This work is still going on and 
has made a vast improvement. The tree trimming project we 
had, continued until the early summer and we expect will start 
up again -in the early 1937. This has been a great help for the 
town as our appropriation will nowhere do the work that is 
really necessary for the care of our trees and the safety of the 
travelling public. By thorough spraying and I consider a better 
insecticide being used than formerly we were able to control 
much better the past season the Elm Leaf Beetle. This insect 
was still very prevalent in many sections of the Town. The 
greater part of the tree money was spent as usual in removal 
of dead wood and low limbs and around electric lights and some 
trees taken down, Also considerable cavity work was done. 


On the Special Appropriation for the Elm Trees for pro- 
tection against the Dutch Elm Disease ninety three trees were 
trimmed and fourteen worthless trees were removed. We con- 
sider this work as good insurance against the disease and is 
work that is needed if there was no immediate alarm. We have 
no report that the disease has been loca.cd any nearer to date. 


On the Special Appropriation for Shade Tree Planting fifty 
Norway maples were purchased and planted. New loam and. 
fertilizer was also purchased to insure good growth of the trees. 
Far as I know every tree is alive. 


t was a hard summer for planting on account of the drought 
but we periodically went around with our spray tank and 
watered them. We filled in all the gaps on West Central Street 
except where two objected to a tree in front of their premises. We 
also planted on Grant Street where there were many vacant 
spaces from removal of dead trees in years back. The balance 
were scatterd about the Town where various requests were 
made for a tree. I trust an appropriation will be made again 
this next year as I consider good shade trees a vast asset in 
the way of improvement and beautification of our Town.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

The Gypsy Moth conditions are much the same in many 
sections of the Town but in some of the outer sections the 
insect is quite bad. Considerable climbing had to be done the 
past two years in comparison to several years back as there 
are many more high nests. We should have more money as we 
are not able ti cover all the residential sections each year as 
formerly. Part has to be omitted each year and gives an oppor- 
tunity for an increase and we should be able to buy more arsenaie 
of lead. 


For the first time in many years we had a section completely 
defoilated the past summer which was near the Sherborn line on 
the Hopewell property. We have a W. P. A. project working at 
the present time in the woodlands of about 20 men which will 
be a great help in these sections. 


Considerable repairs on worn parts will have to be done this 
year on our spray unit. The first of importance after eight years 
of service.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 1936 


To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


Realizing that the best results are to be obtained from any 
project by the harmonious working together of the personnel 
in whose charge the responsibility rests, it has been the policy 
of your committee to promote a feeling of harmony and loyalty 
throughout the school system of Natick. With this end in view, 
the committee individually and as a whole has confined itself to 
the strictly administrative phase of the educational system, leav- 
ing the practical details of supervision, teaching, and maintenance 
in the hands of those best qualified by experience and education 
to take care of them. Our belief that initiative and loyalty can 
best be, developed by this attitude has been justified by the 
results. 


For a comprehensive picture of the work of the schools for 
the past year we refer you to the report of the Superintendent 
which follows. Therein is contained also the ideals, plans and 
hopes of the executive and teaching staff for the various grades 
from primary through high school. 


While difficulties have been encountered and are still with 
us, notably the handicap of a “two session” Senior High School, 
we are carrying on, aiming to give the best that can be obtained 
with the appropriations at our disposal. 


We urge a careful reading of the Superintendent’s report by 
all who are interested in the school problems of the town of 
Natick. 


As a committee, we are in full accord and endorse the ideas 
and recommendations expressed and gladly incorporate it as a 
part of our report for the year 1936.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 
The report of the schools for the year 1936 is hereby sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 


Education for All 


It has been our policy to admit to the junior high school in 
addition to those pupils who are regularly promoted from the 
sixth grade all others who are approaching fourteen years of age 
in the elementary grades and certain pupils advanced from the 
special classes. Many of these pupils leave school as soon as it 
is legally possible for them to do so. State law permits the 
attendance at trade schools of all boys over the age of fourteen 
who may profit by the instruction offered. As a result of this 
’ provision, we have always had between twenty and thirty boys 
attending trade schools at Worcester, Waltham, Newton, and 
Boston. Many other boys are deserving of this consideration, 
and should be provided with this type of instruction. They do 
not attend trade schools for various reasons, however, the main one 
being lack of funds for transportation expenses. Within the past 
two years general vocational departments have been established 
in twenty-four cities and towns of the Commonwealth. A definite 
procedure for the conduct of these schools has been established 
and state aid covering fifty percent of the salary of instructors 
and a like amount toward maintenance may be obtained. There 
are many of our local boys who are interested in securing work 
but who are not serious or settled in their choices and will 
probably not remain in school beyond the age of sixteen. Pre- 
liminary instruction is essential for the learning of a trade. 


Through such instruction they could be interested in becoming 
skilled workers in a trade that would earn them a livelihood. 
This would likely deter them from dropping out of school to enter 
a number of short-time, blind-alley jobs or worse still, to become 
continuous loafers. A rearrangement of pupils could be made 
whereby the portable building at the rear of the junior high 
school building might be provided for such a school. It would be 
necessary to secure a versatile trade instructor and arrange for 
the transfer of a strong junior high or grade teacher to care for 
the related work. Since fifty percent of the salary of these two 
teachers would be paid by the state, there would be no need for 
additional salary money. However, about one thousand dollars 
would be necessary for equipment. A modern Industrial Arts 
program contains the following aims: to develop right attitudes 
toward labor and industry through an interest in modern methods 
of production and distribution; to help pupils to be intelligent 
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consumers by developing an appreciation of standards of con- 
struction and design; to provide satisfactory pre-vocational shop 
experiences; to help youth to find his special bent in avocational 
and recreational experiences; to develop useful handy-man skills 
in home repairs and improvements; to train in the understanding 
and use of mechanical drawing; to vitalize academic work in the 
basal school subjects; to develop sound habits and attitudes such 
as self-reliance, thoroughness, good workmanship, honesty, co- 
operation, and perseverance. 


Educational Readjustment 


For a number of years Dr. Wellington, a state psychiatrist, 
has been visiting our schools two days a month for the super- 
vision of our adjustment clinic. Many parents have taken ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to come in with their children who 
are having some difficulty in making satisfactory progress in 
school. She gives sound advice, and presents to us additional 
facts about our gifted, retarded and problem children. Most of 
these cases we have been able to readjust satisfactorily, being 
generally helpful to the individual child. From a study of the 
findings of the various cases we are developing a plan for more 
individual attention. We are adjusting the system of teaching 
reading especially for those children who are slower in grasping 
- this important subject. There is underway the developing of an 
elastic program in the elementary grades; a program that wiil 
not retard pupils in a subject in which they are strong, or push 
them ahead too fast in a subject in which they are weak. This 
program would permit children doing exceptionally well in arith- 
metic and social studies to advance faster in these’ subjects, 
and make it possible for them to secure additional help in the 
subjects causing difficuty. This is being developed gradually at 
a small expense to the town; in fact in the long run a greater 
saving will be made. It costs the town about seventy-five dollars 
per year to educate a child in the elementary grades, and as about 
one hundred of these children are retarded each year, there is 
a total cost to the town of seven thousand five hundred dollars. 
Our adjustment or helping class program will make possible the 
promotion of approximately seventy-five of these one hundred 
children by giving them special assistance in the difficult sub- 
jects. This program was started before the depression but was 
discarded for supposedly economic reasons in 19382. 


Use of School Buildings 


To solve the problem of extending employment over a larger 
number of individuals, the hours of the individual worker will 
probably be cut more and more as time goes on. It is a generally 
accepted fact, however, that there is to be an increase in the 
leisure time of most individuals. With the increase of leisure 
time comes the problem of the proper utilization of this time. 
Social agencies and those interested in sociology must attempt 
to solve this problem. Educators should start in the early grades 
to teach the proper use of leisure time. Recreational organiza- 
tions should develop programs to interest those who have time 
on their hands. Some towns have Y. M. C. A.’s and other civic 
buildings which are used for this purpose. In Natick where there 
is a lack of these buildings a number of its schools have been 
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used extensively outside of school hours, late afternoons, eve- 
hnings, and Saturdays, for the purpose of meeting places for 
those who are unable to put their leisure time to good use. The 
present W. P. A. recreational project sponsors a program in an 
attempt to provide organized direction of the energies of young 
people. A project of this kind should be strengthened and gen- 
erally supported in order to provide a foundation in the solving 
of the problem of the best use of leisure time. 


Development of A Housing Plan 


Everyone is now acquainted with the lack of proper housing 
facilities at the senior high school. Even in spite of better oppor- 
tunities for employment of boys and girls of high school age 
there was a small increase in the senior high’s enrollment over 
that of last year. In another year we anticipate the entrance of 
the graduating pupils of the ninth grade of the parochial school. 
This will, of course, increase our housing difficulties. A smaller 
enroliment in the elementary grades which feed into the junior 
high school will care for our situation in this building for some 
time unless there is a rapid growth in the town. We have suf- 
ficient elementary grade rooms to care for all children of the first 
six grades; but the physical conditions of our buildings are far 
from satisfactory. The Nathan Rice School on Pond Street has 
an obsolete sanitation system, the playground space is small, the 
class rooms are dark, there are posts in the middle of the class 
rooms to strengthen the floors, the wall on one side of the building 
- bows in approximately eight to ten inches. 


Much has appeared in the newspapers recently relative to 
the dislike of double-grade class rooms. Natick has been under 
this plan for many years. With six grades in our elementary 
system, it is impossible to avoid this plan in our several four- 
room buildings and the enrollment does not warrant it in two six- 
room buildings. The school survey committee organized a definite 
program from ten to fifteen years ago which would provide a 
gradual replacement of these old wooden buildings. This pro- 
gram was stopped by the depression and has not been continued 
since. With the organization of a board of trade, it is to be hoped 
that the town can be developed by the bringing in of more tax- 
able property and that a definite school building program for 
Natick may be organized. It is doubtful if many desirable people 
will come to Natick to live and build good homes if they make 
a study beforehand of some of our school building conditions. 
We need more taxable property in order to promote a building 
program. It is doubtful if new taxable property will come to 
the town unless better physical conditions are provided for our 
school children. It is to be hoped that one will not defeat the 
other. A school survey committee composed of representatives 
of the school department, the finance committee, the board of 
trade and including several progressive citizens should be em- 
powered to develop a definite school building program in Natick. 


Entrance Age Requirements 


The entrance age for grade one in Natick has been established 
for a number of years at five years and eight months. This is 
the approximate average throughout the state. Many towns 
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have a higher age limit and some are lower. Many parents whose 
children fail to enter by a few months are quite severe in their 
criticism of this ruling. We should all bear in mind, that during 
our childhood the customary entrance age was five years. This 
occurred, however, during our old common school system; nine 
grades in the common school and four grades in the high school, 
making a total of thirteen years of public school education. Under 
our present six-three-three plan of six elementary, three years 
junior high and three years senior high school; we have but 
twelve years of public school education. It is safe to assume 
that we should not graduate young people from high school 
any earlier than we have been doing. College study requires a 
mature youth, and with employment conditions as they are it is 
much wiser to hold pupils in school rather than place them in 
competition with more mature people. 


The federal government has established in Natick four nur- 
sery schools which have been very popular with the parents whose 
children are attending these units. There is every likelihood that 
if the government withdraws its support, there will be a strong 
movement to establish something similar in the form of a kinder- 
garten system such as is being conducted in many towns through- 
out the commonwealth. Under this system children will be 
accepted in a kindergarten at the age of five, entering grade one 
at the age of six, and graduating from high school at the age of 
eighteen. This would make possible the graduation of a more 
mature youth from our high school and place him in the compe- 
tition for jobs when he would be better qualified to succeed. 


Cooperation of the Morse Institute 


Arrangements made for the use of the various facilities of 
the Morse Institute are very beneficial to the school department. 
The entire sophomore class of the high school receives instruction 
each Fall in the use of the library. The children’s librarian and 
her assistant visit all of the schools for story telling and ex- 
plaining the use of the library. There has been a great response 
from these visits especially from the children of the elementary 
schools. Book deposits are made in all of the individual ele- 
mentary school buildings, the books being replaced every six 
weeks. This year deposits have been started at the junior high 
school, where approximately one hundred books are placed each 
week in the library of the school and the students make fuil 
use of the library facilities during their school time. They select, 
With the guidance and suggestion of the librarians, books for 
school reading and book reports. 


Development of a Physical Activity Program 


In the elementary grades the physical instructor visits the 
schools three days per week leaving two days for work with the 
senior high school girls. The plan was developed this year to 
keep a daily record of all physical education work performed by 
the class room teachers, both indoors and outdoors at organized 
recess. Games were organized for the recess periods which 
have maintained orderly, disciplined periods both in the morning 
recess and again in the afternoon. This has also developed pupil 
leadership. In the junior high school instruction in hygiene for 
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the seventh grade girls has been developed and special stress is 
being laid on posture work. Physical education has been put on 
the elective basis in the senior high school because of the double 
Session program. Afternoon pupils report for physical education 
in the morning and morning pupils in the afternoon. This double 
session program has handicapped our athletic teams. It is im- 
possible to find a common time when all of the boys can appear 
for practice. This has seriously handicapped progress in the 
development of varsity football, basketball and baseball. No 
coach can develop a strong team when he has available so few 
candidates of varsity material. In spite of this handicap, we are 
intending to broaden our athletic program. Girls’ field hockey 
was inaugurated this year. We have added ice hockey to our 
list of sports and have joined a strong league of schools in and 
around Boston. During the winter season there is a plan to 
organize elementary grades in a beginners’ sports program using 
the junior high school gymnasium on Saturday mornings. 


Our Double Session Difficulties Continue 


Several changes made in the building have aided to a degree 
in simplifying the double session problems. The office practice 
room has been enlarged and equipped with supply closet and wash 
room. The science department has been equipped with a work 
room and storage room. The ventilating equipment has been over- 
hauled, thus greatly improving the ventilation and temperature 
control of the class rooms. The short periods have been in- 
creased to fifty minutes by building a schedule on a ten-period 
basis in a day of nine hours. This allows time for a twenty 
minute lunch period at eleven-thirty, thus making it possible 
for pupils who have to leave home early in the morning and 
those who have afternoon classes or activities, to obtain lunch at 
a reasonable hour. Teachers are scheduled for six consecutive 
periods of school duty and a small work room is provided on each 
floor so that teachers may have a place to work and meet pupils 
for conferences before and after the school sessions. We are 
now able to run assembly or other activity periods once each 
week and still meet the minimum class time specified by the 
colleges. The complete sophomore class now meets in the after- 
noon. They have elected their own class officers and their own 
student council, thereby developing a feeling of unity which, 
I believe, will tend to develop a much better school spirit than 
was evident last year when the sophomore new civic and business 
groups felt discriminated against. Certain problems remain which 
are inherent in the two-session system. These cannot be remedied 
until we return to the normal school day when all pupils regard- 
less of economic status or distance of their homes from the school 
will have an equal chance at all of the educational facilities of 
the school, such as equal opportunity to take part in the physical 
program, varsity athletics, music, art, dramatics, and the duties 
connected with class office, Sassamon board, and student council 
activities, to say nothing of an opportunity to put in a full six- 
hour day at their studies under school supervision. To this ex- 
tent the two session plan represents a real educational loss to 
a great many pupils. 


The real educational problem with which we are now faced 
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is that of how to do the most with the facilities which we now 
have, or can reasonably expect to have, for the two hundred and 
fifty boys and girls who come to us each year. These boys and 
girls come to us with a great variety of abilities, interests, and 
social backgrounds. In most cases they are not aware of their 
own abilities and aptitudes, and their interests are not clearly 
defined. It is important that abilities and interests be carefully 
studied, that courses of study be continuously reorganized and 
differentiated to meet a greater variety of abilities and interests, 
and that a more searching method of guiding the right pupil 
to the right course be affected. This can be done only at the 
expense of time, money, and concentrated effort on the part of 
all teachers. To develop certain phases of this program it may 
be an economy to relieve one or two well trained teachers from 
a part of their class room duties from time to time. Several of 
our teachers are taking professional courses to assist them in 
just this kind of program. We are conducting a series of monthly 
faculty meetings wherein the teachers of each department set 
forth the progressive trends in their field and acquaint the teach- 
ers of other departments with the aspirations, accomplishmenis, 
and problems of their department. These meetings should tend 
to make each department sympathetic with the problems of other 
departments and should help to focus the attention of all teachers 
on the need for making sure that the subject matter which they 
teach is functional in content and is taught by methods which 
will result in the maxmium of real education in the minimum of 
time to the greatest number of pupils in their classes. 


It is only natural that young men and women should think 
of education in terms of profit to themselves, while the tax paying 
community must think of education in terms of profit to the 
community. The courses of study need to be developed so that 
both of these objectives can be adequately cared for. Each 
course of study should contain definite provisions for improving 
the chances of successful employment in some field. It should 
also insist upon a certain amount of civic training not definitely 
connected with a vocational objective. Our college preparatory 
and business courses are well developed to care for these objec- 
tives. Although the new civic course is meeting the require- 
ments for civic training much better than did the old general 
course, a more careful study needs to be made for the purpose 
of working into this course of study more material which will 
improve the pupil’s chances of successful employment in a variety 
of fields not now reached by either the college preparatory or 
the business courses. We are now attempting to contact all grad- 
uates of the past two years through a questionnaire which will 
help us to know the type of positions being filled by our grad- 
uates. We then hope to follow up with a questionnaire to the 
employers to find out what we might teach to make their em- 
ployees more valuable to them from the moment of employ- 
ment. 


Art As Related to Education 


Art education is becoming more closely correlated with the 
other school subjects. It is our purpose, therefore, to maintain 
as much training in this subject as is possible. The children are 
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required to take this subject in the elementary grades and to 
take some art training in the junior high. It is, however, an 
elective subject beyond the eighth grade. Sufficient pupils elect 
this subject to give the junior high instructor an overcrowded 
program. In the senior high a six-course program has been 
prepared for the pupils, three commercial courses and three 
freehand courses. Each pupil must prepare twenty-five accepted 
pieces of work a year. The student is given plenty of freedom 
thereby providing him with the opportunity of thinking out and 
developing his own project. The double session plan has seriously 
curtailed the work. All classes experience difficulty in including 
art in their schedules. Many seniors and juniors stay over a 
period or two, and sophomores come early before their academic 
classes commence. 


Music Progress and Problems 


We are at present endeavoring to overcome the difficulty 
of giving the proper musical education to children in the various 
grades where there is a combination of two grades in one room. 
This combination is an unfortunate circumstance which we have 
been unable to overcome in Natick because of the necessity of 
caring for six grades in the several four-room elementary build- 
ings. The double session in the senior high school is a decided 
handicap to good musical progress. It has been necessary for the 
orchestra to rehearse every Tuesday evening in order that both 
the morning and afternoon session pupils can be together. The 
glee clubs for morning and afternoon sessions have to meet sep- 
arately, but in spite of individual difficulties in attending we have 
seventy members in the two glee club groups. Our school band 
of forty members, and junior and senior high orchestras, glee 
clubs, and choruses, are available to any club or organization 
in Natick which desires their services. 


Progress in Health 


Generous contributions from the American Legion, the Sal- 
vation Army local fund and other organizations have made it 
possible for us to provide one hundred free bottles of milk a 
day to our fifteen percent underweight children. Although this 
does not care for all of the children who should have milk, never- 
theless, we endeavor to provide for the most needy cases. The 
dental clinic, under the sponsorship of the Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation, cares for our children through the first six grades, giving 
complete treatment to forty children; partially completing the 
work for eighty children; and making a total of one thousand two 
hundred fifty-five operations during the year. Financial support 
of the Association by the Natick Woman’s Club and the local 
post of the Legion has guaranteed the continuance of this worth- 
while clinic. Four hundred sixty pupils took advantage of the 
tubercular test in the Chadwick Clinic this year. One hundred 
five of them who reacted to the test were X-rayed. Only eight 
of these, however, had to have the chest examination and the 
follow-up during the next year. Our diphtheria clinic is held 
annually in the fall and two hundred three of our children took 
advantage of this treatment. Since we started the immunizing 
in 1928 we have three thousand twenty children protected against 
diphtheria, this fine showing cuts down the possibility of an 
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epidemic of this disease in Natick. The hygiene department 
at Wellesley College conducts a clinic in the auditorium for chil- 
dren of our elementary grades who have faulty posture. Special 
exercise and individual help are given to all children and Dr. 
MacAusland, a noted specialist, has given his attention to the 
proper procedure in corrective exercises. The Catholic Woman’s 
Club cares for twenty-three worthy cases during the summer 
months in our tonsil and adenoid clinic.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Natick Planning Board has completed its 20th year in 
1936. Our board was among the first 25 organized in Massa- 
chusetts where now 125 towns are operating under the earlier 
“permissable” law of 1912. (Chapter 41 of the General Laws, 
Sections 70 to 72 inclusive). | 


The annual reports of the Natick Planning Board from 1916 
to date show many instances where policies, based on careful 
study, have successfully carried a program along to results which 
have been a distinct benefit to the Town. Its advisory capacity, 
using the long term experience of the members, has lent a 
steadying hand and non-partisan opinions. 


This factor in the experience of other towns has recommended 
the Planning Boards as central advisors in regard to the physical 
properties constituting the towns. Proposals to extend or change 
any of these features may now be referred to the Boards where 
records co-ordinating all the factors may be consulted and recom- 
mendations made. Such consideration by experienced as well as 
technical men should insure logical and more economical expen- 
ditures in the long run. 


The Legislature passed last year a bill known as Chapter 
211 of the Acts of 1936 entitled “An Act Providing an Improved 
Method of Municipal Planning”. This amended the earlier law, 
(Chapter 41 of the General Laws) so that Planning Boards are 
now mandatory in all towns of over 10,000 population and may 
be established in place of the present boards existing so as to 
perform these new and highly desirable functions. 


It is proposed to submit to the Annual Town Meeting in 
March, 1937, such articles as may be necessary to accomplish 
this in Natick. 


Your Board have studied all the provisions of the new act 
very carefully and find no way in which the new law wouid 
conflict with our town departments as organized. We therefore 
strongly recommend the establishment of the Planning Board 
under the terms of the revised laws as early as possible. 


In order that detailed information be available to all those 
interested an appendix is attached to this report, 


The Planning Board submitted to the Town Meeting of 1936 
certain revisions of our Building Code applying to “Signs and 
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Billboards” as governed by Chapter 269 of the Acts of 1933. 
These were accepted and after approval by the Attorney Generai 
have been published by the Building Inspector. 


Two amendments to the town zoning by-laws were offered 
to the annual town meeting in 1936. The Planning Board called 
hearings for these within the limited time between publication 
of the warrant and the Town meeting so that the legal recom- 
mendations would be ready. 


The Planning Board’s recommendations with respect to the 
Corbosiero property on Worcester Street were over-ruled by the 
vote of the meeting, and Business District B-12 extended by the 
lot in question. 


The Planning Board’s recommendations with respect to the 
Waidner property at the junction of Bacon Street with North 
Main Street were also over-ruled by vote of the meeting, and 
the proposed Business District B-20 refused. 


The two recommendations, (apparently contradictory) were 
based on facts which in each case showed the greater long term 
benefits to the town to be in line with the Board’s opinion. 


The past year has seen the proper permit with restricting 
regulations issued to the much discussed Natick-Wellesley Air- 
port. Starting in the month that our Zoning regulations became 
effective, the correct procedure was still little understood. Both 
citizens and officials omitted opportunities for a proper handling 
of the matter under rules that were clearly adequate to protect 
all parties. (At the present writing the permit seems on the 
way to be revoked due to expiration of ownership). 


It is hoped that the facts learned too late in this case may 
serve to acquaint all with our Zoning Laws. These are intended 
to afford a public opportunity to look into any conflict between 
property rights before established, and to provide legal protec- 
tion to preserve these rights. 


The Planning Board appeared before the Board of Appeals 
at hearings during the year. Suggestions were offered but we 
took no official stand with respect to either petition. 


The State Department of Public Health called a new hearing 
March 3, 1936, at the request of the Town of Framingham re- 
specting its Sewage Disposal Plant in the northwest part of 
Natick. The Planning Board, in company with other town offi- 
cials, registered a vigorous opposition to any modification of the 
stand taken at the time of the previous hearing June 11, 1935. 
The state board decided to grant certain concessions however, and 
additional Imhoff tanks are to be constructed adjoining those now 
in service, while all sludge beds both new and old are to be set 
back in the section of the plant being constructed near the 
Natick Disposal Plant. The change offers a great improvement 
over existing conditions but still leaves the Framingham Plant 
spread out over a great area with part of the new construction 
nearer to our prospective real estate developments than the need 
seemed to warrant. 
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The proposed parkway along this section of the Turnpike 
between Speen Street and the town line offers an excellent plan 
for impressing the location favorably on the traveller, The con- 
tribution of trees by Mr. Wyman makes this available to the 
town at a very small cost in company with the labor given by 
te W. P. A. Many towns have spent large sums to landscape 
roadsides and eliminate ugly features for a good local advertising. 
Natick should quickly accept this opportunity to impress upon 
people that here is a good place to stop and live. 


_If people realized the benefit to the town and their own 
living conditions by such improvements there would be fewer 
of the unsightly and degrading “dumps” along our roadsides. 


The planning Board have continued their policy of sponsoring 
worth while projects under the W. P. A. by the following: 


Street Light Survey 


This has been one of the finest and most complete projects 
sponsored. Detailed plans showing pole locations on all streets 
have been drawn and code references shown to designate the type 
and size of lights. Recommendation for changes based on night 
observations have been made and both plans and recommenda- 
tions placed in the hands of the Selectmen with arrangements to 
keep the plans up to date. 


Town Property Survey 


This project stands at half completion. Deeds were copied 
and plans made of many of the pieces of property owned by the 
Town for school, park, fire and other department purposes. The 
difficulty of obtaining accurate information and often the im- 
possibility of checking surveys in the field showed the need for 
this work to be completed as soon as possible that the town’s 
interests may be legally safeguarded. The material completed 
will reduce the work to be done about one half. 


Drainage Survey 
This work is being done under the supervision of the Public 
Works Department Engineer. It includes surveying the existing 
water drains, manholes and catchbasins for plans and records. 


Traffic Survey Report 


The publication of this report has been delayed by Federal 
Flood Control Reports, The material taken from the W. P. A. 
survey of 1935 has been compiled by the publishers during Decem- 
ber, 1936, and accident data for 1986 added by the Natick Traffic 
Safety Committee. The report should be printed and ready for 
distribution early in 1987. 


The Planning Board in addition to the local work in the town 
have kept in touch with the State Planning Board and Regional 
Conferences. We acknowledge the assistance of the State Board 
and the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards in keep- 
ing us advised so that we many continue our plans for Natick and 
not lag behind other towns. 


In closing may we repeat our urgent recommendation — that 
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the Town establish the Planning Board under the “Improved 
Method of Municipal Planning” — .Chapter 211 of the Acts of 
1936.

Annual Report of the Natick Planning Board 


Appendix:- | 

The general purpose of the new Act (Chapter 211 of the 
Acts of 1936) is to provide improved regulations defining the 
duties and powers of planning boards, and to substitute such 
boards for the old boards of survey whose duties can be much 
better performed by planning boards. 


The advantage of the new Act is that it definitely pre- 
scribes the members and election of members and the duties and 
powers of such boards, whereas the old act was very indefinite 
as to such. 


The new board is required to make a master plan of the 
whole or part of the town which will show existing and pro- 
posed streets, parks, public building sites, water and sewers, 
etc. This plan may be changed from time to time by a majority 
of the Board as a result of further studies or new develope- 
ments. 


The new Act does not abridge the povers of the Selectmen 
or any other municipal officer in regard to highways or parks, 
except to establish the planning board as the Board of Survey. 
One part of the Act outlines a uniform method of subdivision. 
The board is to consider “such provision of street developements 
and utilities as in its opinion will justify the subdivision, in 
accordance with ordinances or by-laws of the city or town”. 


The board shall see that the ways have proper grades and 
are of suitable width and are suitably located “to accomodate the 
prospective traffic and to afford adequate light, air, and access, 
including access of fire fighting equipment, to buildings, and to 
be co-ordinated so as to compose a convenient system, and that 
the land shown on the plot “shall be of such a character that it 
can be used for building purposes without danger to health.” 


The above two paragraphs embody substantially the purposes 
of our “Rules for new street and lot developements” which were 
adopted in 1931 by the Planning Board and Selectmen as a 
Bone of Survey and found on pages 131 to 135 of our building 
code, 
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All matters are subject to public hearings before action, and 
to appeal if dissatisfied. 


The existing Board of Appeals under the Building Code may 
be established as a Board of Appeals under this Act for recourse 
should a building permit be withheld. 


Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board of Appeals 
regarding a building permit or a decision of the Planning Board 
ets a subdivision may appeal to the superior court for 
relief. 


The proponents of the new Act feel that these definite rules 
for procedure clear the atmosphere. With much that has been 
done heretofore the rules were local and varied greatly from 
place to place. The uniformity is therefore recommended for 
adoption. 
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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Seven full years of unemployment emergency which began in 
the Fall of 1929 are now completed. They have been seven years 
of intense strain to relief officials whose duties have greatly 
increased with relief problems of great proportions. Demands for 
relief, advice and encouragement have multiplied and your Welfare 
Board has put a great deal of serious thought in response to the 
many appeals. Hundreds in our Town who had never felt want: 
before, including trained men, expert and experienced workmen, 
professional men, men of education and background—all sorts of 
men who have gone through life proudly and independently— 
have suffered the same fate as the shiftless and unemployables. 
In Massachusetts, home relief has been administered by the 
Municipal Department over a long period of years, which has not 
been the case in many States, for not until the depression, did 
it become the function of the municipalities of state authorities 
in many other States to grant home relief. Public home relief is 
now recognized as a most important branch of Local Government 
and the Board of Public Welfare has become a major department. 
Welfare activities are ever expanding and becoming more and more 
varied with the result that the standards and requirements for 
workers have had to be raised. A better trained personnel is now 
needed than was the case only a few years ago. 


In analyzing the situation over a period of years, we find there 
has been a struggle to provide intelligent, humane care for individ- 
uals and families in need, an ever widening recognition of social 
responsibility for the destitute and the handicapped. Not very 
many years avo poor families were taken to the Aims House 
whether they liked it or not. They were stigmatized as paupers. 
They were blamed for their own poverty. A short time ago we 
started toward a new philosophy in dealing with families. Relief, 
thoueh important and worth while is not in itself sufficient. Poor 
families should be visited and through understanding, sympathy 
and encouragement assisted to a condition of self support. Never 
before in the history of this country has relief been dispensed on 
so great a scale. Yet, while recognizing the great need for 
material relief, we must not lose sight of the fact that we must 
so help our applicants that they will be able, as soon as possible, to 
take care of themselves. We must so work with them that they 
will be encouraged to meet and solve their problems. Relief and 
service standards adopted in 1934 are being adhered to. Budgetary 
standards for measuring relief needs are being followed. A “Fam- 
ily Budget” as the term is used by relief agencies, is an estimate 
of the needs of a family in terms of dollars and cents. By com- 
paring this estimate with the combined wages of a family we 
may determine whether the income is sufficient to maintain a 
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proper standard of living or to what extent it is necessary to sup- 
plement with relief. So it is the Budget that governs the action 
to be taken. An adequate amount of relief is given in each case 
and this relief may include rent, heat, milk, clothing and medical 
care in addition to food. 


While the causes for aid varied little from that of previous 
years, there was a very definite indication that many persons are 
less reluctant to seek aid than has been the case jin the past. It is 
quite noticeable that certain persons make no effort to be inde- 
pendent of Public Welfare, while others, although getting employ- 
ment, feel that it is their right to have Welfare continued. They 
make little or no effort to live within their earnings. It is very 
difficult to deal with this type of case and it is from such that 
much criticism is directed against the Department. 


Illness is one cause of aid that is almost impossible to control 
in the matter of expense. Under present social conditions it is 
necessary to send more persens than ever before to various hos- 
pitals. Different forms of illness or physical handicaps require 
treatment at different hospitals, but the majority of our cases are 
cared for at the Leonard Morse Hospital. It has been necessary 
to protect the health of many children by providing Tonsilectomy 
operations, dental treatment and eyeglasses. 


Unemployment continues as the greatest single cause for aid. 
Lesser causes are non-support and desertion. 


During the year we investigated 551 General Relief cases, 
granted aid to 358 cases, aid was refused to 193 cases, and a total 
of 1611 persons benefited under this clause. 51 Mothers’ Aid cases 
were investigated. Aid was granted to 46 cases and refused to 5 
eases. Forty-six mothers and 181 children benefited under this 
clause. 309 Old Age Assistance cases were investigated. 249 were 
granted assistance and sixty were refused.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their 
report for the year ended December 31, 1986. It has been a 
year of accomplishment and marks an epoch in the history of 
the Institution — the erection of a new fire-proof wing, which, 
when completed, will give Natick a most modern plant, equipped 
to take care of the needs of future years and one of which the 
Town may well be proud. 


The voters, at a special Town Meeting held December 3, 1935, 
authorized the building of an addition and, upon approval of 
the grant by the Federal Government, the Trustees ordered plans 
and specifications completed by the architects, Stevens, Curtin 
& Mason. 


The opening of bids of the proposed addition was held in 
the Selectmen’s Room February 6, 1986, at 2 P. M. All bids 
were in excess of the allocation and out of line with the financial 
condition of the Hospital and it was necessary to instruct the 
architects to revise plans and specifications and bring the cost 
within the grant. 


New bids were submitted on February 20, 1936, in the Select- 
men’s Room as follows:

After careful consideration, the contract was awarded the 
W. J. Handley Company of Fitchburg, the lowest responsible 
bidder, and on April 7, 1936, work was started on the new wing 
and is progressing rapidly. When completed, this addition will 
contain the following: 


Basement: Main Kitchen, Diet Kitchen, Nurses’ and Help’s 
Dining Room, Store Rooms. 


First Floor: X-Ray Department, Accident Operating Room, 2 
regular Operating Rooms, Tonsil and Adenoid Operating 
Room, Anaesthetic Room, Scrub-up, Serilizing, Nurses’ Work 
Room and Waiting Room. 


Second Floor: Four Double Rooms, six Private Rooms, Diet 
Kitchen, Linen Closet and Utility Nurses’ Lavatory. 
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A new elevator is to be installed and necessary changes made 
in the boiler room. The new work gave an opportunity to make 
many improvements to the ell of the main building and advantage 
was taken to provide more beds. 


This will increase the capacity of the Hospital by eighteen 
beds, bringing the total number of beds to sixty-one, and will 
include a Children’s Ward of four beds and additional beds in the 
Women’s Ward. 


The cost of the addition and improvements to the main 
building will be about $145,000, of which the Federal Government 
will contribute not more than $60,750. The balance is being 
paid by the Hospital out of the savings accumulated over a 
period of years from the income of trust funds and the proceeds 
from sale of securities. The net amount received from the sale 
of bonds held by the Trustees was $27,537.50, showing a net 
profit of $272.77, and the amount received from the sale of stocks 
was $18,820.01, showing a net profit of $11,996.06. 


Re On account of this arrangement, the Town was not called 
upon to make any appropriation for the new wing. Due to the 
income received from the Chickering Fund, which principal can 
never be used, the Hospital, with its capable Staff, has ably served 
the community since 1921 without calling for assistance from 
the Town, special Hospital drives, or individual subscription. It 
has given those unfortunate enough to require hospitalization 
the benefit of the lowest obtainable rates without sacrificing ser- 
vice, and, by economies, accumulated the above savings, which 
are being used in the erection of the new addition. 


As all available funds will be expended in the erection of 
the new wing, the matter of furnishings and equipment for the 
new rooms has created a financial problem for the Board. The 
cost of equipping the operating rooms will be in the vicinity of 
$1,100; a double room, $275; and a single room, $200. It was 
necessary to appeal, through the local press, for financial aid in 
furnishing the rooms. The prompt and willing response was most 
gratifying, the following donors assisting:

While the townspeople will have the benefit of the best service 
and the doctors the benefit of modern conveniences and equip- 
ment with which to work, the project has depleted all surplus 
funds. If, in the future, the income from the business and 
investments cannot meet expenses, it will be necessary to call 
on the Town, or to establish a drive for voluntary contributions. 
It is hoped that the revenue from the new addition will assist 
materially in meeting the cost of operation of the Institution. 

The position of the Hospital is a difficult one — it must 


function in a humane manner and must operate on a business 
basis. It is expected to meet its bills promptly and must be in 
a position to help those in distress, who are not financially able 
to meet their obligations when due. In an effort to reduce the 
amount due the Hospital so that it can continue to operate with- 
out asking for an appropriation from the Town, it was necessary 
to adopt new credit rules as follows: 


Bills are payable weekly in advance. Upon admission, a 
patient must deposit an amount sufficient to cover the estimated 
charge for the first week’s services. Subsequent bills must be 
paid within four days of the due date. 


Private or private ward patients, whose bills are not paid 
in accordance with the above rules, will be moved to the ward 
and will be subject to the care of the physician having ward 
service. 


Due to the renovations and construction work, it was neces- 
sary to arrange a temporary operating room. This was effected 
at a sacrifice of seven beds, which automatically reduced business. 
The Statistical Repoort shows that the Hospital cared for 1075 
patients in 1986 against 1242 in 1935. The inability to aceommo- 
date the requests on account of shortage of beds would more 
than offset the difference. It was encouraging to note that there 
were 159 more private patients in 19386 than in 19385. In the 
Maternity Department there have not been as many births as in 
1935. The number for 1936 was 181, as against 211 for 1935. 
This is a general decrease according to State Reports.

The Catholic Woman’s Club continued their fine work assist- 
ing many families by arranging for Tonsillectomies, the expense 
being borne equally by the Club and the Hospital. 


The Hospital continues to be recognized as an approved 
hospital by the College of Surgeons and reflects the faithful 
and efficient. work of the Superintendent, Miss Marion L. Jackson, 
and her able assistants. 


The complete roster of the Staff appears on the previous 
page. The main dependence of our Hospital in its manner of 
operating is based on the advice and loyal service of our Super- 
intendent and Visiting and Consulting Staffs. We extend to 
them our heartfelt thanks for their. generous and _ unselfish 
cooperation, which has been manifest in no small degree, especially 
Onan the inconveniences occasioned by the new construction 
work. 


We emphasize our appreciation and sincere thanks to the 
individuals who so generously responded to the appeal for 
financial aid in connection with the- new rooms; and to the many 
others who have assisted us materially during the year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Trustees, Leonard Morse Hospital: 
The report of the Leonard Morse Hospital for the year ending 
December 31, 1986 is respectfully submitted. 


On April 7th ground was broken for the construction of a 
new wing. It is gratifying to record during the year that the 
hospital has been working nearly to capacity in spite of the 
difficulties due to the new construction. 


The work in the Laboratory has been carried on in a pro- 
gressive manner with a noticeable increase of volume in the 
X-ray Department. 


The entire building known as the Pavilion was painted and 
comfortable new chairs were placed in the private rooms. 


Many magazines, books, and flowers have been sent by 
thoughtful friends. They have been greatly appreciated and 
have added much to the pleasure of the patients. 


A few improvements were made in the Hunnewell Home. 
The living rooms were painted and redecorated as well as the 
nurses’s rooms on the first and second floors. New screens were 
purchased for the first floor and new shades were furnished for 
twenty-seven windows. 


Few changes have been made in the Hospital Staff during 
the year. Miss Effie Morrison, Supervisor of the Second Floor, 
resigned September 30th after five years of service to do private 
duty. Miss Rachael Colby, a graduate of the Malden Hospital 
with a special course at Simmons College was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. 


A bridge party for the benefit of the Hospital was given 
by the Ladies Aid Association in May at the Hunnewell Home. 
A substantial sum was realized from this affair. 


The Ladies Aid Association held their Annual Meeting and 
Tea in November. They voted to furnish and endow the new 
Children’s Ward. 


Each Monday afternoon this Association has met at the 
Hunnewell Home to make surgical dressings. The members of 
this organization, giving unselfishly of their time are an invaluable 
aid to the Hospital. 


Evidence of the great interest taken by the women of 
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Natick is indicated by the increased membership in the Ladies 
Aid Association. The Superintendent wishes at this time to 
record her sincere appreciation for the service they have rendered 
and for their loyalty and efficiency. 


The Alumnae Association of the Hospital voted to furnish 
a private room in the new wing. This fact is worthy of favor- 
able comment. 


Graduation Exercises were held in the Hunnewell Home on 
May the twenty-fifth. The President of the Board of Trustees, 
Mr. Ralph Sweetland, presided and an interesting address was 
given by Dr. Irving James Walker, Clinical Professor of Surgery, 
Harvard Medical Sitchool. Five student nurses received their 
diplomas and Miss Virginia Hjelm was awarded the Scholarship. 


That same evening the Graduation Dance sponsored by the 
Board of Trustees was held at the Wellesley Inn. The Class of 
1936 gave as their gift a banjo clock which was placed in the 
Doctor’s Room. . 


The last student nurse completed her three year’s training 
in September, thus marking officially the temporary closing of 
the Leonayd Morse Hospital Training School. 


The Christmas plans were carried out as usual. Wreaths, 
trees, and the decoration of the patients’ trays with holly brought 
the spirit of Christmas Cheer. Through the generosity of the 
Ladies Aid Association each patient was the recipient of a gift. 


The Leonard Morse Hospital has now completed thirty-eight 
-years of service to the community. Much has been accomplished 
in the past, much must be done in the future. With improved 
facilities there should develop gradually an increase of patients 
who in turn will advance the interests of the hospital to a wider 
circle who know all too little of its service. 


In conclusion, the Superintendent wishes to make grateful 
acknowledgment to all who have contributed in any degree to 
the welfare of the patients; to the Board of Trustees for their 
aid and counsel; to the Doctors for their faithful service, and to 
the Staff and employees for their loyalty and cooperation.

Proceeds from sales of 
investment securities were checked with brokers’ invoices. 


Cash disbursements for the year were vouched with can- 
celled checks and found to be supported by purchase and expense 
invoices or vouchers, properly approved. Disbursements were 
also examined as to account classification. 


Pay rolls were vouched with cancelled checks or petty cash 
receipts; and computations and footings verified. 


Cash receipts and disbursements book footings were verified 
for the year and balances of cash on hand in checking accounts 
at December 31, 1936 verified by reconcilement of bank state- 
ments as at that date. 
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Investment Account and Special Funds represented by savings 
bank deposits, —as shown in Exhibits “B” and “C” were verifiied 
by examination of respective pass books. 


Operating accounts at the hospital were audited to the extent 
of verification of footings of books of original entry; vouching 
of petty cash disbursements; checking of general ledger postings 
and their comparison with monthly reports. 


Patients’ accounts outstanding at December 31, 1936 were 
scheduled from the accounts receivable ledgers and total adjusted 
with the general ledger control account. Undeposited cash on 
hand and in the petty cash imprest fund was counted and found 
in agreement with the records.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


January 1, 1937. 


Board of Health, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit a general summary of my work for 
the past year. 
Contagious Disease: 

The reported cases of scarlet fever numbered 100 this year. 
It was necessary to hospitalize many of these cases so that the 
necessary care and treatment could be assured. Tae lowering 
of the quarantine period to three weeks for uncomplicated cases 
has shown no increase in the number of secondary cases in the 
various families. Careful checking of contacts and enforcement 
of our health regulations has been carried on at all times. 


Chicken pox, measles and whooping cough were reported in 
moderate numbers, but at no time did they reach epidemic form. 
No Infantile paralysis cases were reported, and one case of 
diphtheria was reported this year. 


As in previous years we have held our Immunizing Clinic in 
conjunction with the School Department. A total of 200 children 
between the ages of 6 months and 6 years received the protective 
treatment. This gives us a total of 2,755 children immunized 
against diphtheria in Natick. Before the Clinic we sent out 
special forms to mothers of infants over 6 months of age, em- 
phasizing the desirability of protecting the child from diphtheria 
while it was in this most susceptible group. 


Tuberculosis: 

‘Our tuberculosis work continues along the usual lines of 
endeavor. Our County Sanatorium at Waltham has adequate 
facilities for diagnosis and early hospitalization of the established 
cases. The Sanatorium also gives service for periodic examina- 
tion of all contacts to these cases, tubercular suspects and dis- 
charged sanatoria patients. The cases now under supervision are 
as follows: 


Pulmonary cases now in Sanatoria, 12 
Awaiting admission, 4 
Discharged cases under supervision, 35 
Contacts to established cases, 36 
Suspects and others, 23 
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The Chadwick Follow-up Clinic examined 31 childhood type 
tuberculosis cases. Five of these children were recommended for 
Health Camp. Generous donations from the Edward P. Clarke 
Post Band and the Stitch & Story Club made it possible to send 
these children to Camp Virginia for four weeks. 


During 1936 we also had a special clinic given by the State 
Department of Health where 85 chronic type cases were ex- 
amined and re-classified according to findings. 


Child Hygiene: 
42 Well Child Clinics were held during the year under the 
direction of Board of Health Physicians, Dr. Vance and Dr. Rowe. 


89 new babies under 3 months of age were registered. 
162 new babies over 3 months and under one year. 
114 babies 1 to 3 years. 

54 pre-school group. 


Home visits to many of these babies were made during the 
year. Formulas and diet advice and general examinations were 
given at our clinics. Cod liver oil donated by our Relief Com- 
mittee was distributed as well as other infant foods. During the 
year seven babies were referred to Boston Clinics for special advice 
or treatment.

Dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick are located in 
Framingham, Sherborn, Hopkinton, Holliston, Westboro, Hudson, 
Dover, Marlboro, Sudbury, Northboro, South Sudbury, Millis, 
Bragville, Metcalf, Medway and Charles River. Market milk is 
received as in previous years from Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and Western Massachusetts. 


Samples of milk were taken every month from all Licensed 
dealers supplying milk and cream to Natick, for laboratory exam- 
ination. Owing to the regulation adopted in August, 1935, 
requiring all milk and cream sold in Natick to be either Certified 
or Pasteurized, no serious trouble was found by the laboratory 
tests. 


Local dairies were inspected and scored as required by the 
State Milk Control Board. All outside dairies were inspected 
by their local Inspector or Inspectors from the State Milk Con- 
trol Board.

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REPORT OF CHEMIST AND BACTERIOLOGIST 


Department of Public Health, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


Three hundred and sixty samples of milk and five samples 
of ice-cream, representing thirty-six dairies, were examined in 
the laboratory during the past year. 


The examination included the determination of fat and total 
solids; the reductase test for keeping quality; the sendiment test 
for the presence of dirt, and the microscopic examination of the 
centrifugalized sediments by the Stewart-Slack method. Of the 
three hundred and sixty milk samples, six were below the legal 
standard for butter fat and eighteen were below the legal standard 
for total solids. All were satisfactory in the reductase test and 
all but one were satisfactory in the sediment test. 


Standard Plate Counts were made on twenty-nine samples 
of milk and on five samples of ice-cream. Only one sample 
showed an excessive bacterial count: Five special bacterial ex- 
aminations were made during the milk shortage, due to the 
floods in April, 1936, showing the presence of no pathogenic 
bacteria. 


During 19386 all milk examined hzd been pasteurized, and 
it is interesting to note that there was but one sample unsatis- 
factory in the reductase test and that but one sample showed 
an excessive bacterial count, as compared to twenty-six samples 
and sixteen samples respectively in these tests during 1935, 
when unpasteurized milk was distributed for the first seven 
months of the year.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for 
the year ending December 31, 1936. 


The Inspection. of neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock 
Disease Control, was made during the month of December. A 
certificate of health was given to the owners or persons in 
charge, when animals were found healthy. 


Seventy premises were visited during the past year. 2,100 
animals were examined. 1,586 swine, 427 cows, 60 heifers, 17 
bulls, 6 sheep and 4 goats. With few exceptions the animals 
were in good condition and the stables were clean. Cows shipped 
in from out of State were examined and released from quaran- 
tine. 


During the year a number of dogs were examined cn com- 
plaint, 69 having bitten one or more persons. These dogs were 
placed under quarantine for the regulation period of fourteen 
days, after which they were released, after re-examination, on 
order of the Division of Livestock Disease Control. 


_554 dogs were inoculated against rabics at the free clinic held 
in various sections of the town during April and May. These 
clinics were conducted by the local Board of Health and have 
been a factor in reducing the number of Rabies cases in this 
town. No cases of Rabies were reported during the year 1936.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 
We. present herewith the sixteenth annual report of the 
Commissioners. 


HISTORY OF THE NATICK WATER DEPARTMENT 


That the citizens may become more fully acquainted with 
our Water Department and understand more about its history, 
its operations and its future program and in order to bring 
greater cooperation in all the undertakings of the Department 
we have prepared the following history of the Natick Water 
Department that the consumers may have a better idea of what 
the water supply means to them: 


Water is the most essential element of the daily life of every 
citizen in the community. 


It is absolutely necessary for the health, safety, comfurt and 
convenience of every one. 


Water is used for drinking, for sanitary purposes, for fire 
protection and refrigeration purposes and is also used for lawn 
sprinkling, gardens, wading pools and skating ponds. 


Every time you turn the tap at the kitchen sink you are 
coming in contact with the water department of the Town. 


While it is generally understood that water is sold as a 
commodity the price paid is more in the nature of a service in 
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delivering it to the kitchen tap. The service of delivering one 
barrel, or 30 gallons, of water is only one cent and the average 
cost for each person per day is only three quarters of one cent. 


The fire insurance rates of a community is largely based on 
the adequacy of the water supply. 


Due to the fact that Natick has an up-to-date Fire Depart- 
ment and an adequate water supply our fire insurance rating is 
among the lowest in the state. 


Up to the year 1874 the water supply in Natick came entirely 

from individual wells. at

As the Town had commenced to develop rapidly just prev- 
ious to the year 1874 it became difficult to obtain an adequate 


supply of water from this source which created a demand for a 
new and more up-to-date water supply. 
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In the year 1873 under the provisions of Chapter 76 of the 
Acts of Legislature authority was granted the Town for a new 
water supply to be obtained from Dug Pond. 


In the year 1874 the Town accepted the act and elected the 
following Board of Water Commissioners: R. E. Farwell, James 
W. Morse, H. Crosby, C. H. Perry, P. F. Woodbury, F. C. Tucker 
and E. B. Saunders. 


The Town also delegated all of its powers, in accordance 
with the act, to the Board of Water Commissioners. 


The Board elected James W. Morse, a member of the Board, 
who had previously resigned in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the Board, as its first Superintendent. 


During the first year the reservoir, with a capacity of 4% 
million gallons, was built on Broads Hill off of Union Street, 
the elevation of the top of the Reservoir being 150 feet above 
Main Street and 328 feet above Mean Sea Level. There were 8% 
miles of distributing mains laid, 78 hydrants installed and 147 
services connected. 


In the year 1902, through demands for more and better water, 
Chapter 392 of the Acts of Legislature of 1902 was passed and 
approved on May 13, 1902, authorizing the Town to enlarge and 
improve its water system and this act was accepted by the Town. 


A new site was selected on the south side of the Worcester 
Turnpike and just west of the Saxonville Branch of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad. 


A new and up-to-date pumping station was erected and a well, 
thirty feet in diameter and thirty feet deep was sunk, being 
protected with a circular building with a conical roof. 


The water from this well is said to be one of the purest 
and best in the state and its quantity is sufficient to last the 
Town for many years and to supply other Towns as well. It does 
not see daylight until it is drawn from the kitchen tap. 


The water from the well is pumped, through an 18” cast iron 
force main, direct to the reservoir and also into some of the 
larger distributing pipes and in turn from the reservoir, by 
gravity, into the main distributing pipes. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 22 of the Acts of Legisla- 
ture of the year 1920 the Town was authorized to elect a Board 
of Commissioners of. Public Works consisting of three persons. 


This act was accepted by the Town and Arthur W. Boardman, 
Milton F. Jones and Charles E. Moody were elected as the first 
Board of Commissioners. The Board elected Charles E. Moody as 
its first chairman. 


Upon the acceptance of the act by the Town the Boards of 
Water Commissioners and Sewer Commissioners and the High- 
way Surveyor were abolished and the duties and liabilities of 
these officers were taken over by the Board of Commissioners of 
Public Works. 
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At the present time there are 55% miles of mains of four 
inches and over and 13% miles of mains of two inches and under. 
Included in the above are about 12 miles of the old cement 
lined pipe laid in 1874 and 1875, which is gradually being re- 
placed with cast iron pipe. 


There are 668 water gates of four inches and over and 167 
water gates of two inches and under. There are also 347 
hydrants distributed throughout the Town. 


The water pressure on Main Street is about 64 pounds per 
square inch and varies from 18 pounds per square inch on Walnut 
Hill to 90 pounds per square inch in South Natick. Every ten 
feet in elevation reduces the water pressure about 4.34 pounds 
per square inch. 


As a further fire protection there are three independent 
circuits of water mains, one within the other, which surrounds 
the larger portion of the centre of the town and each circuit is 
connected to the force main, running from the water pumping 
station to the reservoir, so that this whole district can be sup- 
plied by the force main independently of the reservoir. 


Should a break occur in one of the water mains during 
a fire there would not be much loss of time to the Fire Depart- 
ment in moving its apparatus to a new location, as the circuits 
are so arranged that only a short section of the water main - 
would be out of commission. 


The 3847 hydrants are also located so that nearly every 
building, except on the outskirts of the town, is within 500 feet 
of a hydrant. 


The office, repair shop and the meter repair shop are housed 
in the new Public Works Building, which was constructed in 1925, 
on Middlesex Avenue. The Water Division yard is also on the 
grounds of the Public Works Department. 


The Sewer and Highway Divisions are also housed in the 
Public Works Building and Grounds. 


Highway Division: 

As the larger part of the main highways have been con- 
structed with a system of underground drainage, which has been 
extended and improved each year, they are showing beneficial 
results. 


All of our highways, with the exception of a few spots 
and considering the freezing and thawing effects during the latter 
part of the year, especially during December, are in very good 
condition. 


Union Street, in conjunction with the State and County, under 
General Laws, Chapter 90, was reconstructed and underground 
drainage was constructed from the Burks property northerly 
to Milk Street a distance of 2,475 feet. This work should be 
continued to East Central Street during 19387. 


North Main Street, in conjunction with the State and County, 
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under General Laws, Chapter 90, was prepared for reconstruc- 
tion and underground drainage was constructed from the Natick- 
Wayland line southerly for a distance of 3,366 feet. This work 
should also be continued during 19387. 


Water Division: 

In preparation for the reconstruction of Union Street, with 
labor supplied by the W. P. A., and the pipe and material sup- 
plied by the town, 2,400 feet of twelve inch cast iron pipe was 
laid from East Central Street southerly and connected to the 
twelve inch pipe running to South Natick, this replaced about 
1,000 feet of the old four inch cement lined pipe. 


With labor supplied by the W. P. A., and the pipe and 
material supplied by the town the old eight inch cement lined 
pipe was replaced with eight inch cast iron pipe, 1,540 feet in 
Fisher Street and 1,120 feet in Cochituate Street, and the old 
six inch cement lined pipe was replaced with a six inch cast iron 
pipe, 1,150 feet in Winnemay Street and 470 feet in Willow 
Street. 


With all labor, pipe'and material being supplied by the town 
2,335 feet of eight inch and 1,160 feet of six inch cast iron pipe 
was laid, replacing 2,335 feet of the old six inch cement lined 
pipe, in Cottage Street from north of Woodland Street southerly 
and connected to the six inch cast iron pipe at the southerly end 
of Cottage Street. 


In Park Road, East Natick, 309 feet of six inch cast iron 
pipe and 321 feet of two inch cast iron pipe and in Tower Court 
154 feet of two inch cast iron pipe was laid. 


Sewer Division: 

With labor supplied by the W. P. A. and the pipe and 
material supplied by the town the eight inch sewer line in School 
Street Extension was extended southerly 168 feet. 


With all labor, pipe and material supplied by the town the 
eight inch sewer line in the Worcester Turnpike was extended, 
from the manhole west of North Main Street, 379 feet westerly 
and in Tower Court 162 feet of six inch sewer pipe was laid. 


New Sewage Treatment Plant: 


The New Sewage Treatment Plant was completed this Spring 
by finishing the rough grading at the Filtration Plant and the 
plant was greatly improved by enclosing the grounds with an 
eight foot Cyclone Wire Chain fence.

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REPORT OF THE NATICK TRAFFIC COMMITTEE 


January 16, 1937 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Natick 


The Traffic Rules and Regulations have been completely re- 
written and submitted for your approval. Changes and additions 
have been made to meet with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of ‘Public Works and the special requirements of 
Natick. 


A regulation to exclude all vehicles from Mill Lane, in 
South Natick, during the bathing season necessitates a public 
hearing before the Commissioners of ‘the Massachusetts '‘De- 
partment of Public Works. Accordingly this regulation has been 
separated from the main body of the draft of rules and regula- . 
tions and a request for hearing prepared for your consideration. 


‘Consideration has been given to a proposed change in the 
time limit for two hour parking in the center of town from the 
existing 10 P. M. to a proposed 8 P. M. 


The Committee feels that unless such a change will be of 
distinct advantage to both motorists and merchants that the 
expense of altering or replacing existing signs will not be war- 
ranted. Friday and Saturday business hours should be con- 
sidered before a definite decision is made. 


Under provisions in the new regulations the responsibility 
of erecting and maintaining traffic signs and the painting of 
traffic surface markings will be transferred from the Police 
Department to the Department of Public Works, which is better 
equipped in tools and personnel to handle this type of work. 


An inspection of 1936 accident records has revealed condi- 
tions at several intersections which will warrant the placing of 
isolated stop signs. 


The intersection of North Avenue and Walnut Street, a sign 
to face eastbound drivers on North Avenue. 


The intersection of North Avenue and Washington Street, 
signs to face northbound and south bound drivers on Washington 
Street. 


Eliot Square, a sign to face southbound drivers in Eliot Square 
at Eliot Street. 
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The intersection of Glen Street and Pleasant Street, a sign 
to face eastbound drivers on Glen Street. 


There have been several cross-collisions at the intersection 
of South Avenue and Washington \Street. The committee is 
reluctant to consider stop signs here because of the nature of 
traffic. It is felt that the principal trouble experienced is caused 
by cars parking too close to the intersection and thus reducing 
the visibility of drivers about to enter. 


; Enforcement of the general parking prohibition of vehicles 
within 25 feet of an intersection should improve conditions. 


The most prolific area for accidents on a town way is East 
Central Street beween Clarendon Street and Hayes Street. In 
1936 there have been 12 accidents in this short stretch of road- 
way. By types, 2 involved pedestrians, 3 were cross collisions, 2 
head-on, 3 rear end bumps, and 2 involved parked cars pulling 
out from the curb. 


The crest of the grade at Hayes Street obstructs vision of 
the road surface to approaching motcrists which may have con- 
tributed to the cause of many o these collisions. An electric 
' flashing beacon would tend to warn motorists to keep their vehi- 
cles under control. 


In general, a definite improvement in conditions, where signs 
have been erected and surface markings painted, has been realized 
during 1986. 


It is hoped that the benefit derived from this type of work 
will be universally recognized and that sufficient funds will be 
made available to maintain the sign and painting program. 


The warning beacon at Lincoln Square has been improved 
and a permit of approval received from the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works. It is recommended that the old beacon 
at Eliot Square be similarly improved this year. 


The addition of a right arrow, to face northbound traffic on 
South Main Street, on the traffic signal at Walcott Square is 
recommended. This will permit right turns to be made during 
the Central Street “go” period. 


A sidewalk building program should be started this year. 
Requests for sidewalks by various community groups are steadily 
increasing and unless a year by year program is maintained, the 
2 aigehe offered by the preference list submitted in 1936 will 

e lost. 


The undesirable and dangerous practice of all day parking 
on North Main Street near a shoe factory has not been alleviated. 
It is regrettable that this condition was not improved in 1936 
by the construction of a parking area, which appears to be the 
only solution of the problem. 


It is hoped that arrangements can be made in 1937 to correct 
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conditions without imposing too great a hardship on the factory 
or its employees.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR A NEW SCHOOL 
HOUSE IN SOUTH NATICK 


Mr. Moderator and Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


The following is the report of the Committee appointed by 
you to consider a new school in South Natick. The duties of 
this Committee fall into three divisions: 


1. Condition of present school; 
2. Type and cost of new school; 
3. Location of new school. 


Report on the Present School in South Natick 


The present school was built about 100 years ago and has 
been added to and changed at various times. The building itself 
is of frame construction, is badly planned, and in no way meets 
the requirements of present-day conditions. 


Plumbing 


The drainage and ventilation systems throughout the build- 
ing are of light weight cast iron and are in poor condition. 
This type of material and method of installation do not meet the 
requirements of present-day plumbing laws. 


The plumbing fixtures are of a very old type, especially the 
water closets and urinals. The use of the type of fixtures in this 
building are not permitted in present-day installations. 


The old water supply piping throughout the greater part 
of the building is of galvanized iron and too small for the 
number of fixtures in this building to be served. 


Heating 


The present boiler was built in 1895 and no doubt the 
balance of the system was installed at the same time. The 
present system is a two-pipe steam with a gravity system of 
Warm Air Heating and Ventilating. Approximately 50% of the 
indirect stacks have been replaced, also several direct radiators. 


The majority of the piping in the cold air chambers shows 
signs of leaking. These pipes are uncovered and exposed in the 
cold air chambers. With the present system of warm air heating, 
the air circulation to the classrooms is not positive, and the 
present system requires high temperatures for air circulation, 
which means a waste of fuel, and is detrimental to the health of 
the pupils.

The greater part of this steam-heating system will have to 
be replaced within a year at a cost of about $3,000.00. 


Electric Wiring 

The electric wiring in the building was replaced after a 
fire which, we understand, took place about 4 or 5 years ago. 
If no change is made in the existing building, the wiring is 
perfectly safe but for general school purposes there is not suffic- 
ient light in the classrcoms. The fire alarm system is out of 
date and dependent cn local batteries. There is still some of 
the old original wiring in the attic. It is rubber-covered wire 
supported on porcelain knobs.

Doubling-up of classes, which recently at _Wellesley has 
received so much public criticism, has at South Natick been the 
practice for a number of years. 


It would cost so much to turn the present building into a 
modern, up-to-date school, that this Committee does not feel it 
would be advisable to attempt it

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New School 


The type of school that the Committee has in mind is one 
modern and up-to-date in every respect. Present attendance at 
South Natick is approximately 1385 scholars. Making due allow- 
ance for a reasonable increase, a building accommodating 200 
upils is considered large enough to meet all requirements for a 
number of years. This number was confirmed by your Super- 
intendent of Schools, Mr. Clifford R: Hall. 


The best modern practice calls for each classroom to serve 
not more than 85 scholars, which would mean 6 rooms, In addi- 
tion to these, there would be a Teachcrs’ Rest Room, also an 
Auditorium which is now considered an secepted part of every 
school and which is used not only by th? pupils but on occasions 
by the citizens for social purposes. 


One matier, particularly, the Committee begs leave to eal! 
to your attention. It is, of course, the Committee’s wish to have 
a school which will meet every requirement pertaining to the com- 
fort and happiness of both teachers and pupils, but architecturally, 
as well, we wish it to be a credit to our community. Other 
localities have built modern schools which, while probably ful- 
filling all the essentials, add to the beauty of their surroundings 
about as much as would a factory. We believe that there is an 
increasing appreciation of beauty in public buildings in the smaller 
towns as well as in the larger cities. 


The difference in cost between a building of beauty and one 
that is ugly is nothing. The difference in cost of employing a 
good architect and one who is second-rate is, also, nothing. The 
Committee has conferred with a firm of architects of national 
reputation and such a building. as we desire will cost, including 
land, about $120,000.00. 


~~ 
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Location 


At first the Committee had hoped to use part of the Hunne- 
well Playgrounds. This idea was abandoned on advice of eminent 
legal counsel as involving possible future legal complications. 
The present school location is as inadequate as is the present 
school. There is only 25,300 feet of land, one-third of which is 
occupied by the school-house, leaving little room for recess 
grounds. 


Report 


_ The Committee has two excellent locations under considera- 
tion but does not recommend paying over $10,000.00 for either one. 


Federal Aid 


At first the Committee took it for granted that a new school 
in South Natick, while very necessary and which cannot be much 
longer postponed, might not be achieved immediately, it is brought 
to the Committee’s attention that federal aid is still available. 


Two members of the Committee called upon Mr. Andrew H. 
Peterson, State Director of the P. W. A. of Massachusetts. They 
learned that the federal government stands ready to contribute 
45% of cost of schools, including land and architects’ fees, and 
that it is a free gift. How long this assistance will continue 
available is problematical. The original appropriation of $300,- 
000,000.00 on December 1, 1936 was about one-half expended. 


That advantage should be taken of this federal aid the 
Committee thinks is very clearly evident, — for a school costing, 
including land, $120,000.00 will, at present prices, cost the Town 
of Natick but $66,000.00. If built without federal aid, and adding 
a most probable increase in building cost of only 25%, the cost 
to the Town of Natick will come to $147,500.00. 


In Conclusion 

All the members of this Committee are taxpayers and are 
vitally concerned in the future tax rate of Natick, but as we 
realize that the building of this school is inevitable, we feel that 
it is for our best interessts to build it this year under these 
favorable conditions.

W. P. A. labor was available for a period of about two months 
(three days a week) and it was utilized in clearing brush in both 
tracts. Ten thousand red and white pine seedlings were planted 
but the losses were unusually heavy as labor was not obtainable 
at the proper planting time and also followed by severe drought. 


It was decided to postpone the expenditure of $100 appro- 
priated at the Town Meeting of March, 1936, for the preparation 
of proper Entrances to the Henry S. Hunnewell Memorial Forest, 
as the nature of what was to be done depended on the character 
of a memorial tablet to Henry S. Hunnewell which a private donor 
was planning to give in the near future.

(a) except such as advertise or indicate only the per- 
son ocupying or the business transacted on the premises 
where it is located, until the party to advertise thereby 
has filed with the Inspector of Buildings the written con- 
sent of the owner or tenant of the premise for maintenance 
of such advertising device thereon; 


(b) which is so located as to obstruct a view between 
any points on conecting streets within thirty feet of a 
street corner; 


(c) which is posted or painted on any rock, tree, fence 
or pole; 


(d) which contains any obscene, indecent or immoral 
matter; or 


(e) which is not kept in neat and safe condition. 


The Inspector of Buildings shall give written notice of 
any violation of any of the foregoing provisions of this 
Division to the party violating the same and to the owner 
or tenant of the property concerned, and shall cause to be 
prosecuted any party who continues such violation for fif- 
teen days after such notice. He shall also notify the state 
regulatory authority for outdoor advertising of any and 
all violations of lawful state regulations thereof that come 
to his notice. 


No advertising device for which a permit from any 
state authority is required shall be erected, displayed or 
maintained in the town until five days after a permit there 
for, or a true copy thereof, has been filed with the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings. 


Whenever notice of an application for such a permit, 
is received by the Town Clerk or other Town Officer, he 
shall immediately transmit it to the Inspector of Build- 
ings, who shall thereupon make an examination of the 
case, and as promptly as possible, within thirty days of 
the receipt of the application in the town, shall send writ- 
ten notice to the state authority to whom the applica. 
tion is addressed stating whether or not the proposed ad- 
verising device would violate any provision of this by-law, 
and, if so, what provision.

tor of Buildings, who shall give written notice to the par-

The Inspector of Buildings shall preserve for record 
all descriptions, notices of applications and permits filed 
with him, and copies of all notices issued and letters sent 
by him relating to outdoor advertising - 


The foregoing provisions of this Division shall not 
apply to signs or other devices in or over public ways, 
controlled under Section 1, 2, or 8 of Chapter 85, General 
Laws, or to signs or other devices on or in the rolling 
stock, stations, subways, or structures of or used by com- 
mon carriers, except advertising devices on bridges or via- 
ducts or abutments thereof; and shall not apply to signs 
displayed by. the town or by the county, state, or United 
States Government rzlating to government business, or to 
any advertising device legally permitted and maintained 
on the date of the taking effect of said provisions, until 
es year after the first day of July next following said 

ate.

The words “lawful sign” 
are used to mean a sign not prohibited by any law or law-- 
ful regulation. The word “residential” is used to describe 
any district where the greater part of the street. fontage 
is occupied by residence buildings or unbuilt land or both, 
said land being either undeveloped, agricultural, or used 
or reserved for recreational or other purposes appropriate 
to a residence district.

The Planning Board held a hearing on Article 54 of the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, 1986 as provided for 
under the By-Laws. Due notice as prescribed was by publi- 
cation and notices to abutters. 


The Planning Board have given careful consideration to 
the points raised by those in favor and opposed. 


Many of the arguments presented in favor of the petitioner 
have to do with the specific relief of the individuai case 
and these are supported by quotations from existing By-Laws. 
Since ways are legally provided for such relief, the Plan- 
ning Board would be in error to substitute itself as a Board 
or Court of Appeal for the individual. 


Considering the petition on its merits as a suggested 
change in Zoning we find it a request for “Spot Zoning”’— 
that is the location of a single piece of property which would 
be zoned for the Business as the exception to adjacent General 
Residence District along the northern side of WorcesterStreet. 
Such zoning would be poor zoning and detrimental to the 
best interest of the Town and surrounding property. There 
is no apparent need for changing a larger section of this 
area to Business Zoning since a very considerable Business 
Zone is available along the Turnpike in this vicinity and 
has yet to be used for the purpose. 


The immediate gain from prospective commercial locations 
is largely offset by reduction in the value of other property 
nearby, and the town does not profit ultimately to the de- 
gree that would first appear unlesss the surroundings are 
appropriate. 


In thus protecting the property of the individual from en- 
croachment, the town shares in the calculation maintained. 
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Therefore, it is recommended that the extension to Busi- 
ness District—B-12 proposed in Article 54 should not be 
adopted.

‘Or, in a residential district, any lawful signs on, but not 
projecting from, the front of any building occupied by a non- 
conforming business; provided that said signs advertise 
only that business and are not rented or sold to an outside 
party; or, at any boundary line of the town, a lawful sign 
not exceeding five square feet in area indicating the meet- 
ings of any local civic organization in the town. 


In a residential district no sign or signboard (except as 
specified in the preceding paragraph at a boundary line of 
the town) shall be located nearer to a party line than it is 
lawful to maintain a building, or shall be permitted or allowed 
to project more than six inches in front of any established 
front line for buildings. 


In any district not residential or rural in character, any 
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lawful sign or signboard may be displayed, either supported 
on the wall of a building or on the ground, provided that it 
does not extend more than fifteen feet above the ground 
on which it stands. 


No person, firm, association or corporation shall be per- 
mitted or allowed to erect, display or maintain in the town 
any bill-board or other outdoor advertising device— 


(a) \Except such as advertise or indieate only the person 
occupying or the business transacted on the premises where 
it is located, until the party to advertise thereby has filed 
with the Inspector of Buildings the written consent of the 
owner or tenant of the premise for maintenance of such 
advertising device thereon; 


(b) ‘Which is so located as to obstruct a view between 
any points on connecting streets within thirty feet of a street 
corner;
